"But what really Is happening In 
Russia?" aslied tlie Doctor. In ans- 
wering this question, the lecturer re- 
called the fact that Russia is oiio of 
tho riclicft, and surely tho largest In 
the world. It Is poi>ulatcd with a 
hundred and sixty million peoiile. Po- 
tentially, It 1b the greatest power In 
the modern world. Were It develop- 
ed to Its utmost, even the United 
States would bo forced to bow be- 
fore It. 

Land Of Suffering 

Actually, It has always been a land 
of suffering, of ignorance and dark- 
ness. The great, part of the people 
wore serfs until seventy years a^o. 
Up till 1917, tho country was govern- 
ed by a despotism that hung the 
brother of Lenin for expressing "re- 
volutionary Ideas", Ideas _ that the 
Doctor declared he outlined to his 
students every year. 

Tho result of tliia tyranny was the 
revolution, and tho result of the re- 
volution has been the, establishment 
of tho moat absolute tyranny and des- 
potism that was e\'er seen on the 
face of tho globe. The country Ir 
ruled by the Communist party, which 
Includes less than two percent of thr 
total population.

Dr, Stephen Leacock, Chairman, 
iMl time we saw that tho present 
ago is bafflins In Its complexity, "and 
what wo want lo try and do is to see 
aa far aa posslbe thoso things which 
arc most important In a very com- 
pter and cliangins situation. We liave 
to get back to fundamentals, we have 
to try nnd see those things which 
persist, and, as development proceeds, 
sradually we begin to see those tilings 
which arc permanent and Important. 

One of the «i^tjiiiflcant marks of this 
period is i!ie rise of what we call In- 
ternationalism. It Is somethlnff stlli 
at the threshold ot Its development, 
and yet we must not forget that It Is 
something which goes very far back 
in human thought. You can traco that 
Which Is akin to the spirit of Inter- 
nationalism In jcTvlsh, In Grcok, In 
lloman thought. "I am a man, what- 
ever I» human Is not alien , to mo" 
brought down tho plaudits of the Uo- 
mnn theatre. Ilumanitarianlsm Is 
something which goes very far back 
In .«ioelety. and wo know that through 
tlii> ag«! the Church, expressing 
Christian thought, has been a nio.«- 
finger of humanltarlanism and ha.« 
prepared the nay for the widci popu- 
lar spread of Ideas of equ.allty and 
Ideas of brotherhood. And, after nJI, 
it Is tho big forces of tlfln kind which 
lie behind and give the power lo n 
moxriDonl liko tills niovcnirnl which 
wo sr<5 developing so rapidly in our 
own time. 

And yet It Is al.«o truo to say tha.t 
from Iho 17th century, just .xs we saw 
lhat Idea of progre-"; luid developed 
from that period Into a now phase, 
so it Is from that period that we se* 
tho birth of tho modern movement 
towards Internationalism. The great 
l">ulr-:i Jurist (irntliis may Ik- rrsnrdrd 
as the fallier of international law. Just 
as .\dam .Smith is regarded .is the 
fatlier of i)oillica| science, and from 
time to time movements of Individual 
thinkers have given c\prc.'c?ion to 
Ideas which were cognate to tliose o.' 
our own modern tlilnking about in- 
ternationalism. Thus, at tho very end 
of tho ISth century wo get Kant giv- 
ing us that dissertation on everlast- 
ing i)e.ice. With tho 19th century and 
llie close of the K3l'o>oiiic W.i.s, wr 
seem to begin a new pago in tho de- 
velopment of International co-opera- 
tion. Tho Treaty of Vienna and tlio 
settlement at that period envisaged 
tlio Idea of an International concept 
which would help to m.xlntain peace 
and also order. 

lîul there were other elements, also 
significant. In this period of settle- 
me.-.t. forerunners of movements 
whicli gather significance through the 
development ot the lilth century. 
There were tho provlslona far th» au- 
per\'lslon and control of International 
rivers; there wa^— jtill more .«Ignlfl- 
canl— tho provision, or, rather, the 
pious expression ot the intention of 
the Powers lo do all that they could 
to suppress the evil of slavery; you 
have tlKie niitlcipatlons of the eco- 
nomic ami social aspects of Intrrna- 
tlonaliam; then, later, with tho re- 
cognition of the neutrality of Uclglum 
and the guar.intee of lhat by several 
of the great Powers, you havo a fur- 
ther step "towards l.'.tcrnallonal or- 
ganisation: nnd hero and agair 
throughout the IDth century we see 
.steps being taken which presage ilic 
greater movement that w» havo ic 
consider In the ;0:h centiiry. Tne 



Iho Powers to consider steps whereby 
tho labour conditions affcctinrt wo- 
men, children, dangerous tradeo, 
might be mitigated, and the first stc;is 
resulted from that Conference, steps 
which were later lo lead on lu the 
great dcvclopincnls ot the second nnd 
third decades ot the 20th century. In 
lhat field ot labour leglslat'oii Kn.ç- 
land had taken a loading part; it had 
developed standards, and the idea of 
labour protection and the provision of 
international standards gradually 
spread through tho Industrial coun- 
tries of Western ISuropc, The Con- 
fercjicc of 19nS wn.i, thus, tho le.siilt of 
il inovonietit which had been at work 
since tho '"O's, not only In England 
but amongst other European stales. 
But this movement was ovcrdliad- 
owed by the flrsl great Inlernation jl 
conference called In the last year of 
the closing century, tho flrsl Hague 
Conference, followed eight years 
afterwards by tho porond Hnguo l?on- 
fcrcncc. Dcspllo the limited results 
which they achieved, those are great 
land marks In the history of interna- 
tionalism. It was the fact ot getting 
Iho nations together, of tlm porloiis 
c<in6iiler.T.tloM whicli was given to tiie 
liroblrni.i of arbitration, of the further 
work carrying out whal had bjeri 
dono In the 'CO'a In private conventions 
against tho horrors ot war— in Ihojjo 
respects thceo two Hague Conferences 
mark a very Important slrp forw?i«l; 
they arc part of iho new era.

l>rc<^»ion of ;lie .sinve irade slowly but 
gradually is carried forward, though 
It Is not until the latter part of the 
19th century that effective mca.«urcf 
against It are taken. The control of 
rivers, the establishment of neutrali- 
sation of certain sea waterways, the 
devclopm/'nt of lhat very Interesting 
ojtpcrlment In cooperation, tho Inter- 
national PostaJ Union, the growth of 
arbitration,— all these things are 
fympioms ot tho change whi:h I- 
coming about, evidenced by tho action 
of governments. And In the same way 
we may say lhat the movcm«nt to- 
wards frco trrido was an .vtpert of 
internatlonallfni. 

But apart from the action ot gov- 
crnments ihcro were other greater 
forces at work, There w.is tho jreat 
force of International trade itself, and 
there was also, from Ihn middle of 
the centur.v, the. beginning of the 
growth of International labour thought 
the power of which later, before tho 
closo of th« century, becomes import- 
ant in the history of Interoatlonallsni. 
Yet, looking at tho Iflth century, do 
wo not feel this quito clearly, that II 
is csfentlally the century of natlon- 
ism, not of Inlerhallonallsmr That Is 
the character ot tho century. And 
from the year 1890 onw.-ird8 (I choose 
that rather earlier year) one can feel 
tho new movement beginning to gath- 
er momentum. 

The year 18110— If wo may again fol- 
low tho procedure of last tlmo and ap- 
proach tho subject through thé con- 
sideration of three periods in tho new 
era— saw the Conference at Berlin of 



Then we see, three years later In 
J9II, a step which at first .s gin w.i.i 
full ot .«lignlflconce, wlicii tli-> ITphI- 
ili'ni of il\o I'liitr.l snie.'i UMoc :i 
biateiiicnt whlcii was taken up l>y .Sir 
ICdward Qrey, then I'oreign Secretary 
In England, to the effect lhat tlie«c 
two nations, England nnd the United 
St.atcs, might nt;iee al least to ;;'iliniit 
all clur.otlons of ilifputc to exaniinatloii 
and, ,'5ir Edward (iroy ^rlill. to a.li - 
Ir.ition, not rctfcrving national honor, 
vital Interests nnd Indcpendenco — llie 
limiting conditions which had cxljlod 
In all our diplomatic treaties. And In 
March of 1311. .«piaklns In tlic lto-,is\ 
Sir ICdw.ard (irry went furth-M' a'ld 
said, "It may well be that two n.i'.oiis 
which agree thus to submit their dis- 
putes to .arbitration between one an- 
other may bo willing. In the event of 
a difference' bctwcch cither of tliem 
and a thinl party where Ihe third 
p.iriy is unwilling lo submit Ihc dis- 
piito to arbitration, to aland together 
against the third party." 

That was the germ of the trcali'.'s 
which matured in IDll when, aliurily 
.i,fter the oulbrcal. of war, the f;rsl of 
tlio Bryan tieatics, so-called, was 
.signed between tlio United Stales .\nd 
England, by which U was agreed lhat 
.all matters ot dispute would bo sub- 
milled to enquiry and to delay bofoi-c 
either nation look fitep.s of an offen- 
sive character againfi the other. And 
similar treaties wero mado by the 
United Statoa with olhcr cuuntrlc.i. 
It was the beginning of a new system 
which anticipated, but which had the 
principles lhat wero embodied In the 
Covenant of Nations at the end ot the 
war. 

There is one other developmsnt In 
this first part of tho tww era, to which 
I would direct iitni.ition. it was tho 
cstabr.sl.nu'nl in 1508 of tlio flr.st 
great International Instkute anil, slg- 
nlflcanlly. It was the International In- 
stitute ot Agriculture. That ,was 
established at Itome, paid for by

Wo spoke of 
two forces a.^ contributing greatly to 
tho modern idea of progross. Ono was 
llio growth of l.nowledsp, particularly 
the new knowledge which sclcnco had 
brought. But while this now know- 
ledge waa of great benefit to man- 
kind, It also, as the war showed, 
might bo an cxccedingly dangerous 
weapon In Ihe hajids of man, and the 
realiratlon of the power of the new 
knowledge and of thei posalbllltles of 
application of further knowledge to 
'tostrucllvo purposes was one of the 
forces whicli Intensified the sense of 
lh« need of Inlçrnatlonal control. So 
again, tlw very scnso of Iho Irration- 
ality of war deepened the demand for 
strongthenlnBr International action. 
Then, too, tlio oxperlenco ot thn Al- 
lies In tho organisation of common 
action, of controls, ot relatlonlaatlon 
these things contributed to tho Ideas 
of how tho worlcl Itaelt could ulllmate- 
iy be helped by International ma.;hln- 
(iry. All tlie.'ic forces together, will) 
the sense that ■ the whole world' wiw 
offccted, neutral m well aa combai- 
ant, by war, gave a. groat Impulse to 
tho international movement which re- 
sulted in the plpoing^ of Mm CovonanI

Tho third period Is the period of 
coiisolidr.'lon, of organlKatlon nnd 
continued e.\pansion and progress. Wc 
have not only lo bear In mind Ihe 
machinery ot tho I-eague as delonnln- 
ed by tho Covenant but also Ihe In- 
tcrnatlnnn! l.nbour Office provided 
for In tho settlement of the Treaty tc 
achieve or .^eek to carry out the Idea 
of social Justice (words used In the 
treaty). Now It Is In the building up 
of tho new machinery that tho gre.it 
aehievcmonl of tho twelvo years since 
mis has taken place. First ot all, by 
means ot the structure ot government 
embodied. In the Covenant a new sta- 
tus was given, to Iho development of 
tho machinery ot governinept. Wt 
had tho thrco main c^IrmnnM wlilcli 
enter Into government ail provided 
for, though different In character 
from ordinary national organUalion 
And tho Covenant Itself stands out as 
a great document, (he charter of In- 
Icrnatlonallsni, but a groat constitu- 
tional document.

In our nnllonal 
gn\ CI iiiiic.it W o i,avo not the prin- 
ciple of ni.ajorlly rule as the basis. It 
Is Iho iirlnclpio of unanimity In 
other words, consent becomes very 
clearly Iho basis on which the Inter- 
national MtKaiiNiilloii In lo rcFl. Ami 
It in Klgniflcanl lhat tho machinery 
'provided on Iho dotlborallvo side 
lias developed mainly, so far as the 
«"ounoll In concerned. Into a more 
•lenioerntic form of government by 
tlio fact thai Iho représentation 
111" l'oiincii (.-X su, all Iintiy of 
l.eaL-iU') now has ,a majority of 
Power.-» which are elected by 
Asprmlily: you havo now five ot the 
Ri'cat Powers permanently In session, 
I'crnianently with a scat; you have 
uino which are clecte<l for a period 
of tlirro voar.-", thrro rndi \'-xr. 
Tlio macliinery of delllx-ration and of 
direction, .-.o far as tho leglslallvc 
Hido of govrnment Is concerned. 
Un^ llnis been gradually developed in 
tlicie ten year?; and Iho Ic^i'Iatlve 
sido is only entrusted with the 
authority to pahs vlint we may call 
optional or facultalivo measures. It 
has not the. ordinary capacity to Im- 
pose It.^ law on nations, it has not In 
that sense sovereignty. Therefore 
wo criii fee ;lia: thcie Is something 
(llffcicnt In tlio character ot the 
inachiner.\-, and ono ot tho ;;rcat 
elements of wisdom. It seems to me, 
In this Etago of Internatlonul growth 
has been tho moderaton and tho re- 
straint which has been shown In the 
attempt to ricaic machiiic-ry of in- 
ternational 1-0 operation. Tho prin- 
ciple of unanimity at firnt sight may 
noon as unsatisfactory basis, yot It 
Is really through tho growth of 
confidence and through tho clear 
principle of consent that progress Is 
Koltig to lio m.ndo towards com- 
mon action. 

The second a.spcct of organisation 
was tho development of the Judicial 
side. Here wo find gradually the 
acceptance of tho principle of intei- 
natlondl nibltrallon. Tho tJovcnant 
had reciuircd tlu.t the Coun-il should 
consider steps for the establishment 
of a permanent Court of Interna- 
tional Justice, nnd gradually, with 
the pa.s.slng ot the statute of 1921 
the nations have lncrea.<^iiigiy ,o- 
cognLsed the Jurisdiction and author- 
ity of tho Court ot International 
Ju.Mice. Even the states which lie 
without the League of Nations may 
themselves agrco lo accept lhat 
Jurisdiction, as we see happening In 
the case- subject to certain icsorva- 
tlons — ot the United .States. Mm tlie 
period .ha.s seen the Meady 
up ot the Judicial side of 
tlonal machinery.

"Genetics" wa."; tlio subject ot a 
lecture by Professor B. W. Crampton, 
ot iMacDonnId College over the Pro- 
vincial nadlo hour last night. The 
Intention ot the lecture, which was 
addrcs!!ed to the farmers of the jirn- 
vlnce, wag lo acquaint Ihcm with the 
work which Is being done In this 
field.

sex determination have been proved 
false. Tho aclcnco Itself has now 
become very exact and la In a posi- 
tion to bo of real value to breeders 
ot animals,

■In tho short llmo at tho lecturers 
disposal It wai only possible to rite 
one or two of the results obtained 
by Iho geneticists. "Whereas, It was 
fortnorly thought lhat feeding mid 
exercises were Iho doicrmlnlng fac- 
tors In Iho development of pigs It 
has been found that there are two 
types of pigs with different bone- 
Blruclurcs. Tho best combinations for 
mating. In order to prodiiro jrood 
bacon hogs ha..i ,t1.o b<Tn ilelcrniined. 

Another problem which has been 
successfully solved has to do with 
the breeding ot cows which will pro- 
duce a maxlmiim amount of milk. 
Very exact results have been obt.aln- 
ed In this direction. 

In conclusion tliç >, t:,rer pointed 
out that tho .sclcnco of breeding was 
morely a handmaid to Iho art of 
breeding nnd took tho place of sign 
post along the road of grood results.
